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Section 1. Section 14-553, Reissue Revised Statutes of
Nebr aska, is anmended to read:

14-553. The city treasurer of a city of the netropolitan

class shall be a nenber of the finance departnment of such city and

shall give bond in an ampunt as required by the finance director of

such city. The treasurer shall be liable on his or her bond for

t he saf ekeepi ng and proper disbursenment of all funds and noney of the

city collected or received by him or her. —and—for—all taxes—and

ordinances—relating—to—the collectionthereof— He or she shal

keep his or her books and accounts in such nmanner as—the—eity

couhectH—may preseribe—andin—such—mwanner as to show the amount of

nmoney collected by him or her from all sources, the condition of

each fund into which the sane has been placed, and the itens of

di sbursenment thereof.

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Sec. 2. Section 14-554, Rei ssue Revised Statutes of

Nebraska, is amended to read:
14-554. (1) The county in which any city of the netropolitan
class is located shall receive as full conpensation fer—collection

and—disburserent—of —all—funds—oef sueh—eity an anmount equal to one

percent of all noney collected from taxation by the county for such

city. Such fee shall be paid nonthly out of the general funds of the
city.

(2) Such county shall receive as full conpensation for the
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collection and di sbursenent of all noney fromtaxation and pursuant to
section 77-3523 coming to the board of education an ampunt equal to
one percent thereof, to be paid out of the general fund.

(3) Such county shall receive as full conpensation for the
coll ection and disbursenment of the funds of the netropolitan utilities
district an anount equal to one percent of all noney collected by the

county treasurer.

Sec. 3. Section 14-1821, Revised Statutes Cunul ative

Suppl enent, 2006, is anended to read:

14-1821. To assist in the defraying of all character of
expense of the authority and to such extent as in its discretion and
judgnent rmay be necessary, the board shall annually certify a tax
request for the fiscal year commencing on the followi ng January 1.
Such tax request shall not exceed in any one year ten cents on each
one hundred dollars on the taxable value of the taxable property in
the city of the metropolitan class or taxable property in any county
in which such city is located, adjacent county, or city or village
| ocated within such counties served by the authority. The board shal
by resolution, on or before Septenmber 20 of each year, certify such
tax request to the city council of such city and the governing board
